when the reaction chamber and the liquid pump are vertically ; and a liquid jet drain-off 
tube having an end opening disposed opposite the constricted nozzle to directly receive 
and drain the horizontally directed liquid jet ejected from the constricted nozzle" in 
combination of the additional features recited therein.
